THE BRITISH COLONY” 


—H- Bowtell; government “land guide 
for the district immediately west of 
the British colony, Britannia, is in 
Edmonton to-day. He is located on 
township 50, range 6, west of the 4th 
meridian, west of the colony. Be is 
accompanied by R. G. Joslyn, who has 
tome out to Edmonton for freight 
for M. Miller, general merchant at 
Lloydminster. The colony is 
gressing exceedingly well. Mr. Bow- 
tell was questioned regarding the re- 
port that several of the colonists were 
enduriag great hardships. He denied 
jt most positively. Up to the pre- 
went the colonists have done and are 
doing well. A number of the set- 
tlers, will however, be short of the 
necessary funds before spring, but 
Mr. Bowtell says that steps are al- 
ready bemg taken by the government 
to provide provisions in order to have 
thém on hand when actually needed. 
That any of the settlers are in this 
shape is said to be entirely their own 
fault. Last fall everybody had an 
opportunity to get work and good 
wages on ‘he Canadian Northern 
Railway construction work. Some of 
the colonists, and their numbers were 
few, refused to engage in such rough 
work, and as a consequence look for- 
ward to the winter with considerable 
anxiety. The country west of the 
colony is grand, their consid- 
erable prairie, while along the Ver- 
million river some good timber exists. 
There are neither as many sloughs 
nor as much brush there as nearer 
Edmonton. A large part the 
land immediately west of the colony 
is taken vp although there are great 
tracts of excellent bomesteading iand 
still available. In 2 district wher 
a few months ago there were five 
shacks, there are now over [fifty 
houses. A great rush is expected to 
this district im the spring. The col- 
onists expect hundreds of their friends 
from the old country, and much of 
the land is held by Ontario and Unit- 
ed States families Who will move onto 
it in the spring. The construction 
work on the Canadian Northern Rail- 
way line next spring and summer will 
be a great boon to the settlers who
